Doty Tells 
Of Chantfing 
Flour trade 

Housewife is Now Compara- 
lively Small I'ser of 
Mill Output 

Mr. and Mrs. W. E. Doty ar- 
rivcnl on Monday for a visit at 
the home of Mrs. Doty’s sister, 
.Mr.s. Harvey Steinlx'rger, and 
with old friends and neighbors. 
They expect to remain on the 
coast several weeks before return¬ 
ing to their home in Mii.neapolis, 
where their daughters, Adele anil 
Elizabeth, are in school. 

Ever since leaving Sierra .Mad- 
re two years ago Mr. Doty has 
been actively engaged in the 
the bakery service department ot 
the Washburn-Crosby Mills. This 
company has recently absorbed a 
number of smaller mills, making 
a total daily output of 100,000 
barrels of flour. 

Flour consumption varies great¬ 
ly in different parts of the ooun- 
try, says Mr. Doty. This is es¬ 
pecially true in the proportion 
sold to bakeries and for dome.stic 
use. Not many years ago all ad¬ 
vertising and .sales effort of the 
mills was directed to the house¬ 
wife, because she was the world’s ’ 
greatest baker. But conditions j 
have changed, especially on the j 
Pacific Coast. | 

In California the commercial i 
bakeries use K.5 per cent of the | 
'lour output and the housewife' 
only 15 per cent. In the middle j 
west the ratio is fiO and 40 per ; 
cent. But in the old south the 
figures are reversed. The house¬ 
wife uses 00 per cent and the 
bakeries 40 per cent. 

These changes in the channels 
of flour consumption have made 
necessary a complete revolution ; 
in advertising, .selling and market¬ 
ing of flour. It has also necessi¬ 
tated changes in the flour itself 
to meet the requirements of the 
different users. To keep abreast; 
with the.se problems reciuires a 
large staff of expert chemi.sts, 
practical bakers and other experi¬ 
mental workers, cooperating con¬ 
stantly with the sales department 
of the mills. 

By reason of his long experi¬ 
ence as superintendent of large 
bakeries, Mr. Doty was well fiual- 
ified to undertake the bakery ser¬ 
vice work. He was for a time 
assigned to Ohio and neighboring 
states, but more recently has 
made his headquarters at the 
mills in Minneapolis. He spend.s 
about half his time there, and 
the rest of the time on the road, 
with the United States as his 

field.
